this year (March 24th, 30th & 31st). In many respects it was one ; wie: 
most notable conventions held by the Baptist in our State. T} whee 
from the societies were excellent. In all, there was re ported l¢ 
ties. The total contributions for the year were $314,000 
over 80 per ct. of previous year.

Cedar Grove has a membe rship of seven; contribu 
tions $16.00. These three societies are faithfully doing their part to raise 
their portion of t the $6,000,000, North Carolina’s assessment for the 75 
million campaign. The women of the State have raised $2,000,000 or 
one-third of the State’s apportionment. 

We would not fc rget the women of our,churc hes who are unorganized, 
though doing much mission work not reported. Their numerous gifts to 
victims of the many fires, assisting in sickness, and for donations to help 
build churches, are worthy of notice; then reaching as far as the orphan- 
age, and furnishing clothes, toys, etc., for our unfortunate orphan chil- 
dren. The most of the donations to this institution was money

REPORT ON B. Y. P. U. WORK 


The Baptist Young People’s Union of America was organized in Chica 
go in 1890. It came into life because of the wide spread effect of the 
shristian Endez movement, and was a noble effort to so organize the 
Baptist Young People as to keep them identified with our own work, and 
under our own influence. 

In 1893 a committee reported to the Southern Baptist Convention, th 
meeting in. Nashville, Tennessee, commending the organization in the 
churches, and that this organization be under sole authority of the church 
It was also recommended that the Sunday School Board be requested to 
provide suitable literature for this work This lead to the establish- 
ment of the Young People’s Leader at the Southern Baptist Conventic 
Dallas, Texas. Dr. T. T. Eaton, of Kentucky, moved to substitute the fol- 
lowing: “That we recommend that B. Y. P. U., organized in any church 
exist by the authority of the church; that they do such work as the 
church may appoint.” 

The next step was taken at the Southern Baptist Convention at Wash- 
ton, D. C., in May 1895. In Washington the night before the d y for the 
Conference, about fifty brethren met for a preliminary conference. 
committee was appointed to formulaté a definite report to be presented 
to the conference next day. This cgmmittee’s recommendation was

In 1918, the Southern Baptist Convention organized the Relief ; 
Annuity Board, which k charge of all ministerial relief we 

gan its duties January 1, 1919, with Rev. William Lunsford, C¢ 

with headquarters at Dal Texas. The Board has estal 

partments by means of which help and relief can react 

entitled to assistance. 

One is known as the Relief Department, and gives aid both to aged and 
to disabled ministers who are in nee tircumstances. The Board n 
has a beneficiary list of this class of nearly 800 who receive from $6 
$600 a year. Last year the total amount paid to ministers. of this class 
was $111,000 

The other department is called the Annuity Department. It is very 
much on the order of life insurance. By this plan, many ministers pro 
vide for themselves an ample income for their declining years. The bene 
fits of this department accrues after the beneficiary reaches the age of 
68 years. About 700 have already taken advantage of this plan. 

No object of benevolence should appeal more strongly to right thinking 
people than aid to the old and helpless minister. He gave his life to the 
Master’s work. In return the help and sympathy that a great and gener 
ous people can give, should be placed within his reach.
